I asnouscing this agreesbls intalligence, we oaly
remark st prosent, that, so far as we could learn, it
waa the opinion of those who bad the beat mesas of
formisg & correct judgmest upon the case, the m-
fusal of the Freach Government to permit Mr. Soald
to cuter isto France, which, unexplained, cectainly
appeared to be sa act of discourtesy, and a manifestu-
tion of unfriendly sentiments towand the United States,
was the result of erroncons impressions, and that,
when the matter was fully axsmined, the order would
barevoked. Wo are rejoiced te be able to aanonnce
that this expectation has been realized. Mr. Soulé
has not only permission to enter into France, but has
probably alreAdy svailed himself of it, and is on his
retarn to Madrid.  This information was received by
the last steamer, just in time to be forwanded to the
United States, uoaccompanied by any explansiion
which allnded to it,

The conduct of Mr. Mason in thia delicats and un-
pleasant affair has been, it is understood. eminectly
jadicious and proper. There was nothing in the state
of our relations with France which could have justi-
fied any set of unfriepdliness toward this country,
and we that this feature of the case, strongly
marked as it was when first presented, will be re-
moved by the explanations which probably accom-
panied the rev of the d by which our
Minister to Madrid was denied entrance into the torri-
tories of France.
